JOHN MILTON ADDISON, MILES A. WHITE, and a number of other 
persons alleged to have collected thousands of dollars from 
investors in Texas, Florida, and elsewhere in connection with 
oil and uranium promotion schemes. They have operated 
variously under the firm names of Apex Mining Company; Trans - 
world Mining Corporation; Apex Oil and Uranium Company; 
Murchison Ventures, Inc.; and White, Green, and Addison 
Associates, Inc. Addresses of these firms have been listed 
in the past as 311 Boston Building, Denver, Colorado. ADDISON 
indicted in Willacy County, Texas, for alleged swindle in 
1957* In January, 1958, U. S. AAG requested facts be referred 
to U. S. Attorney# in Miami, Florida, and Denver, Colorado,, 
for review, after U. S. Attorney, Southern District of Texas, 
stated Federal prosecution could not be sustained in that Dis- 
trict due to uncooperative attitude of investors. ADDISON

with I I of Denver, Colorado, who was in Des Moines, 

Iowa, during May and June, 1958, accompanied by one MATTY 

BRESCIA of Memphis , Tennessee . It was stated that | | had 

been identified as one of a group headed by JOHN M. ADDISON 
of Denver, Colorado. 


JOHN MILTON ADDISON appeared in Raymond ville, Texas, ' 
in about May of 1956, where he contacted numerous well-to-do 
residents and offered shares in uranium raining operation in 
return for cash loans. He allegedly informed potential inves- 
tors he had uranium holdings in Colorado and other western 
states totaling 300,000 acres; that he had been offered 
| 18, 000, 000 for 49 per cent of these holdings; but could obtain 
$50,000,000 for the holdings if he could remove $200,000 in 
encumbrances against the property. At that time ADDISON stated 
that he represented the Transworld Mining Corporation of Dallas, 
Texas, and White, Green, and Addison Associates, Inc., of Dallas, 
Texas. Contracts executed between ADDISON and each investor 
reflected money received by ADDISON was in the form of a loan 
to, be used solely as ADDISON directed. Twenty-six agreements 
between ADDISON and investors representing total loans of over 
$115,000 were filed in the County Clerk’s Office, Willacy 
County, Raymondville, Texas. 

On October 10, 1956, the Office of the Secretary of 
State of the State of Texas, filed three complaints against 
ADDISON in Willacy County, Texas, charging him with selling 
unregistered securities and failure to register as a securities 
dealer. At that time Transworld Mining Corporation and White, 
Green, and Addison Associates, Inc. were chartered to do 
business in the State of Texas. 

- 2 - 
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Investigation conducted in 1956 represented that 
ADDISON in his promotional schemes had falsely represented that 
he whs hacked by the New York firm of Merrill Lynch, Pierce, 
Penner, and Beame. 

In December, 1956, San Anfconio reported that records 
of the Charter Division, Secretary of State’s Office, Austin, 
Texas, reflected that charter number 125227 had been issued to 
White, Green, and Addison Associates, Inc*, on April 5* 1955* 
reflecting a capital stock of $5*000. This charter was forfeited 
July 2, 1956, for failure to pay franchise tax, but was revived 
on September 4, 1956, when the tax was paid. These records 
reflect that charter number 122019 was issued to Trans world 
Mining Corporation, Dallas, Texas,, on October 8, 1954; and 
that this charter was forfeited on July 2, 1956, for failure 
to pay franchise tax. 

San Antonio reported that JOHN MILTON ADDISON. was 
indicted by a Willacy County, Texas, Grand Jury on December 7* 
1956, on two counts of failing to register as a dealer in 
securities and on one count of failure to secure a permit to 
sell securities . 

On December 13* 1956, ADDISON was indicted in the 
same county on three counts of theft by fraud . It was reported 
that records of the Secretary of State’s Office of the State 
•of Texas reflected that officials of White, Green, and Addison 
Associates, Inc. were listed as MILES A. WHITE, 2880 Niagara 
Street, Denver, Colorado, president; JOHN M. ADDISON, Post 
Office Box 336, Denver, Colorado, secretary; and Dr. ROBERT C. 
OLSON, 2880 Niagara Street, Denver, treasurer.. 

Officers of Transworld Mining Corporation were listed 
as JOHN M. ADDISON, Post Office Box 3006, Dallas, Texas; CARL 
W. GREEN, 3025 Milton Street, Dallas, Texas; and MARGIE S. GREEN, 
3025 Milton Street, Dallas, Texas. 

It is noted that while operating in the Raymondvllle , 
Texas, area in 1956, ADDISON was using a Cessna 182 airplane 
bearing number N-6263-A, and marked with the insignia "White- 
Green-Addison, Inc., Boston Building, Denver 2, Colorado." 
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Records of San Miguel County, Telluride,. Colorado, 
reflect that the "Yellow Girl nu mber one to number five mines, w 
which were represented by I "l and ADDISON as orie o f their 
many pro perties, had been originally filed on by one| 

| ^but that affidavits of labor performed on these, claims 
were riled on June 30, 1956, by White, Green, and Addison 
Associates, Inc. 

Records of Chaffee County, Salida, Colorado, reflected 
that the Transworld Mining Corporation had* located and filed 
44 mining claims during 1955 and that affidavits of labor 
performed on these claims had been filed by Transworld Mining 
Corporation. 

In May, 1956, suits totaling $21,000,000 were filed 
in District Court, City and County :of Denver, C olorado, against 
White. Green, and Addison Associates-,- Tnc.- ; > and I L 

I I and JOHN M. ADDISON, individually and as offi cers 

of the fi rm, by Uranium Associates, Inc.., and by I I 

\ . I T.flg VA^aa- Mjavarta — an officer of the latter firm, 

with I J, Denver, Colorado, attorneys 

for Uranium Associates, Inc. The suit charged that under an 
agreement dated August 3, 1955, White, Green, and Addison 
Associates, Inc. had failed to perform mining and development 
operations on 250 claims held by Uranium Associates, Inc. in 
Garfield County, Utah, although the defendant company had 
reported various stages of the work had been performed or was 
under way on these claims. 

A Denver newspaper article reported on January 16, 

1957 > that seven employees of White, Green, and Addison, Inc. 
had been arrested and jailed by the Park County Sheriff’s Office, 
Pairplay, Colorado, for disturbing the. peace. It was further 
reported that all of these employees had been released oh bond 
and each had furnished an address of 3H Boston Building, Denver, 
Colorado. It was further reported that inquiries made by the 
Denver Post at that address had disclosed that the premises 
were vacant .

On April 2, 1957, the San Antonio Division reported 
that state indictments against JOHN MILTON ADDISON at Raymond- 
ville, Texas, had been quashed upon motion of defense attorneys 
on the grounds that they did not show ADDISON was a dealer in 
securities. The order, which was dated March 25* 1957* did not 
discharge ADDISON, but directed that he must still answer 
charges that might thereafter be brought against him for vio- 
lation of the Texas Securities Act. 


San Antonio reported in May, 1957* that on April 1, 
1957* the Willacy County Grand Jury returned a new indictment 
against ADDISON, charging him with selling securities without 
a permit and selling securities without being registered as a 
dealer. It was reported that ADDISON was at liberty on $1500 
bond in this case.

Portsmouth, Virginia, to come to Colorado, to work as guards 
at various mining sites. He stated that these young men had 
signed contracts with ADDISON and his associates agreeing 
to work in Colorado as mine guards in return for which they 
would receive room and board and clothing; that they were 
promised that as soon as the company made a rich strike they 
would be paid hand somely an d placed in executive positions 
with the company. further alleged that in many cases 

ADDISON and his associates had received loans and advances of 
money from some of these young men and had failed to repay the 
loan. 


In May, 1957., records of the District Court, City and 
County of Denver, reflected that some ten individuals who were 
identified as former employees of White, Green, and Addison 
Associates, Inc. had filed civil suits to collect moneys 
allegedly due them for services rendered to the defendant as 
employees on defendants various mining properties in the states 
of Colorado and Utah during the year 1956.

As set forth in re Omaha airtel, subject was in Omaha, Nebraska 
during the period October 1-4, 1958, during which period he was in contact 
with various union officials .of Omaha and Lincoln, Nebraska and Council 
Bluffs , Iowa . Subject was again in Omaha, Nebraska on October 7 and October 
8, 1958 during which period he was again in contact with union officials. 

It is desired to point out to the Bureau that FARRELL has been 
identified in the public mind in recent months with labor union activity, 
and, while subject's criminal and hoodlum background has also been publicized, 
there can be little doubt that investigation by the Bureau of the subject 
at this time may create the impression the FBI is investigating labor unions 
in general and the Teamster's Union in particular. 

As set out above, subject in early October, 1958 has been observed 
in activities and associations which indicate he is moving openly into 
labor union matters. It has been the observation of surveilling agents 
that subject appears to hold a position of considerable influence and 
prestige among those persons with xdirbm he has been meeting in Omaha,

investigation into this matter have previously been set

The Des Moines Register, newspaper, issue of 
September 15, 1958, and the Des Moines Tribune, newspaper, 
issue of September 18, 1958, printed articles setting 
forth results of testimony before the United States 
Senate Select Committee on Improper Activities in the Labor 
or Management Field, ( headed by Senator JOHN MC CLELLAN, Chairman. 
A review of these articles reveals the following information ' 
pertinent to this matter. 

. The, Des Moine s Register, issue of September 15 , 

1958, under by-line of I l and date-lined 

Washington, D. C., .reported that RICHARD KAVNER, an 
international organizer for the Teamsters Union, had been 
subpoenaed to appear before the Senate Rackets Committee 
but had claimed ill health. The article reported that the * 
committee desired to question KAVNER in regard to his 
activities for the Teamsters Union, which included acting 
as trustee for Teamster Local 10 in Omaha, which signed 
a contract with Midwest Burlap and Bag Company of 
Des Moines after the Textile' Workers Union of America 
had tried to organize the employees of that company. 

Article reports that LEW FARRELL was charged by the 
rackets committee as having served as an advisor to 
POMERANTZ in this matter; article pointed out that FARRELL 
had requested to answer questions relating to this trans- 
actions, saying his answers might incriminate himself. 

This article reported that committee records show FARRELL 
made at least 55 telephone calls to KAVNER in late 1956 
and early 1957 > which was period “the Teamsters arrange- 
ments with Midwest Burlap were under consideration. n 
It was ^reported FARRELL called KAVNER in Omaha; St. Louis; 

Oklahoma City; Chicago; Northdale, Florida;. Lincoln, 

Nebraska,, and Dallas., Texas. Further that records show that 
Midwest Burlap made numerous calls to the same Teamsters 
officials in late 1956 and 1957, that is, to HOFFA, KAVNER, BAKER, 
aHd CAPELLUPO. 
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The Des Moines Tr ibune, issue of Se pt^mb^r 18, 
1958 , under the by-line of | | with date-- 

line of Washington, D, C . , reported on testimony before 
the Senate Rackets Committee on September 18, 1958, 
as follows? 


(1) JAMES HOFFA, President, Teamsters Union, 
testified ,he was trustee in charge of the affairs 
of Teamsters Local 10, but said he had turned 
operation of it over to Organizer RICHARD 
KAVNER and Business Agent PETER CAPELLUPO. HOPPA 
stated he had been an acquaintance of LEW FARRELL 
for three to five years and that he and FARRELL 
had frequent long distance telephone conversations; 
he denied ever talking to FARRELL about the contract 
with Midwest Burlap. 


(2) An affadavit from MARVIN POMERANTZ, identified as 
die of the owners of the company, stated FARRELL had

,hotel, and will include a coffee shop, lobby, and a 
swimming pool and is being developed by the :S£rM Corporation, 
according to LOUIS A. ANANIA, attorney for that corporation. 
ANANIA was- quoted as stating the J-M Corporation .is an 
organization of six or seven investors in Des Moines and 
Chicago, which recently bought the proposed hotel site; 
he would not, disclose the names of the men involved.
